This ‘Apple Ripening Chart” is a handy 
guide to help you to select the best varieties of 
certain ripening seasons, which you should plant, 
and to impress upon you the importance and the 
desirability of having some apples ripening all the 
time, from the earliest to the latest. 

CAUTION: Remember that this ‘Apple 
Ripening Chart’’ does not give correct propor- 
tionate size or accurate shape, color and detail. 
It is simply a visual order of ripening list to 
enable you to easily pick out a number of early 
apples following each other, a number of Summer 
apples following each other, and a number of Fall 
apples following each other. Also America’s best 
Winter apples are listed in the order in which 
they ripen, and should be picked. All the Winter 
apples are good keepers—they will usually keep 
until end of Winter.
